“This tattered ensign.’’ cried Rep 
reoentative Hates of Pennsylvania in 
ringing tones, “is Commodore Perry's 
b&ttleflag, inscribed with the words 
"Don't give up the ship,” the last ut 
ierance of Captain Lawrence of the 
ill-starred frigate Chesapeak e. 
It w as 
hoisted to the masthead of Perry’? 
flagship at the battle of Lak e Erie, as 
the signal for action. 
Don't you want 
it preserved?” 
There was silence for a moment 
and then every member of the house 
Jumped to his feet, mak ing all the 
noise possible. 
The galleries caught 
the contagion, and applauded 
unre­ 
proved by Speak er Clark .

The real feature of the afternoon 
was a speech hv Representative W ith­ 
erspoon of Mississippi, a m em ber of 
the naval committee, called “ Uncle 
Sam” because of his resem blance tc 
the popular conception of that nation 
al figure. 
Mr. W itherspoon said that 
originally he had been opposed to the 
hill, think ing that the appropriation 
proposed was extravagant.

Such delay as has been experienced 
in getting the new project under way 
has been due more to the cherished 
recollections of the old structure, with 
its political, rom antic and social his 
tory, than to any thought of what con­ 
veniences the new hotel will offer. 
Patrons of the new hotel 
before 
they promise their support want to be 
sure that the rare massive old furni­ 
ture. the unique mantlepieces and stat­ 
uary which money cannot buy will not 
be sold or given away. 
Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan on one of 
his visits here said he would only con­ 
tinue to mak e the Arlington his head­ 
quarters when in Washington provid­ 
ed he could have his suite of rooms 
exactly duplicated in the new' build 
ing—same furniture, same paintings, 
same everything—otherwise he would 
prefer to go som ew here else. 
The ap­ 
peal that the nam e “Arlington” be con­ 
served has been unanimous. 
Indeed, 
the new hotel inust be a sort of com­ 
promise between the historic Arling­ 
ton that has stood so long and a mod­ 
ern structure or come in for the scorn 
of those who revere historic recollec 
lion. 
The Arlington hotel and 
its 
site 
have been identified with the history 
of the country since President W ash­ 
ington defined the boundaries of La- 
fayette Park , on which it stands, when 
he selected the site for the executive 
mansion in 1790. 
At the time of the American Revo­ 
lution the site of the hotel was a part 
of David B urns’ farm. 
It was destined 
early to be the place of residence of 
tAe most famous leaders In war and 
diplomacy who built their homes upon 
the border of the park which W ash­ 
ington had nam ed for Lafayette.

third mansion, recently superseded by 
the extension of the Arlington hotel 
up Vermont avenue, dwelt Reverdy 
Johnson, m inister to England. 
It was here that Presidents Buchan­ 
an and 
H arrison 
were entertained 
prior to thefr inauguration. 
The H 
street front of the hotel consists of a 
union of the former 
residences 
of 
Charles Sum ner and Senator Pomeroy, 
the windows look ing directly upon the 
White 
House 
President Cleveland 
went from these rooms to his inaugu­ 
ration. 
Close by was the large double 
mansion which was the home of the 
British legation. 
H ere lived Sir Bul- 
wer Lytton and his son Lord Lytton. 
who wrote here his celebrated poem. 
“Lticile.” 
The house wras later occu­ 
pied 
by 
Tx)rd 
Ashburton, 
who, 
with 
Daniel 
W ebster, 
assisted 
by 
Featherstonhaugh, drafted the 
“Ash­ 
burton treaty.” which defined the Can­ 
adian 
boundary 
with 
the 
United 
States. 


It was in A rthur’s administration 
that a western senator was defeated 
for re-election because some of his 
opponents had a photograph tak en of 
the house in which he lived, a mod­ 
est residence in a block ; but the pho­ 
tograph 
was so 
manipulated as to 
mak e It appear that the corner of the 
block was the senator’s palace, which 
was sufficient to convince the 
dear 
“peepul” that he 
was an aristocrat 
and had waxed fat on his ill-gotten 
gains and no longer felt the heart­ 
beat of common humanity. 
So the 
people would have no more of him 
and sent him back to the farm to find 
such consolation as he could in re­ 
flecting on the ingratitude of repub­ 
lics and the shrew dness of unscrupu­ 
lous political opponents.

its lesson, however.

The boarding house era has gone 
with the muddy boots and the unin­ 
vited guest at a White House recep­ 
tion, although there are still writers 
of W ashington fiction who describe 
the high life of the boarding houses. 
Senators and representatives can own 
their own houses, unless they are giv­ 
ing ambitious and unscrupulous oppo­ 
nents a weapon for their undoing, ami 
they live in large or small houses ac­ 
cordingly as their means justify, 
it 
is an economy for a member of con­ 
gress, a senator especially, to buy a 
house rather than to rent, for he will 
have to spend a greater portion of the 
next six years in Washington, and 
he must either rent a furnished house 
and pay several times the value of 
the furniture during his term or buy 
or bring his own furniture, while the 
house he buys will 
usually 
return 
modest interest on the investm ent.—
